A Tribune i^onion special says: Num- 
erous reports as to the probabilities of 
the effect of the Anglo-Turkish treaty 
aro in circulation. The following 
are given as the most credible: Com- 
plete severance between the Radical 
and Moderate -wings... of the . Liberal 
party is helieved to be inevitable as the 
result of the proceedings of the Berlin 
Congress, and the disclosure of the Enjf- 
lish and Turkish treaty. It is under- 
stood to-day that immediately after 
Beaconsfield'sreturn froniBerlin, ParUa- 
menii.wiU, be .dissolved and a. general 
election orciered. Some of the Conser- 
vatives regard this Avitli disfavor, on 
the" ground that the Government has at 
present an ample majority, and that it 
is not wise to throw away a certainty 
for an uncertainty nor to put 
members to the expense of -an election 
for the purpose of increasing this ma- 
jority by a few votes. But Beacons- 
field is said to believe that the country 
•will be so dazzled and carried away by 
the acquisition of Cy]irus and the A.siatic 
Protectorate that the now House will 
contain none but his snpportere, and ho 
is said to have hinted that certain other 
things were to bo accomplished in Asia, 
for the success of which ho would need 
the unanimous supjiort of Parliament. 
Moderate Liberals, in the event of- dis- 
solution, would either not offer thom- 
Bclves for re-election, or would declare 
in. favor of Beaconsfield's foreign policy 
so far as it has been disclosed. But 
the Radicals j)roposo to make a broad 
issue against all that has been done at 
Berlin, and especially against the Anglo- 
Turkish Treaty, and on this point the 
ruptura in the party will be complete. 

A MONEY PLETHORA. 



Cheap money in London and the 
prospect of peace aro bringing up all 
kinds of speculative projects. A great 
many foreign loans are spoken of as 
probable. llussia, Portugal, Greece, 
Spain, Austria, Hungary and Turkey 
are prei)aring to raid the English mo- 
ney market. Prance is about to make 
.large demands for railroad construc- 
tion, ■while the British colonies are 
alway§ on hand, with some loan pro- 
ject or other, discounting the future 
with a marvelous degree of faitli in 
their resources. How far the foreign 
loans will be jjlaccd is doubtful. The 
TurWsh loan will be negotiated, no 
doubt, as the Porte will be financed by 
England, which has now a ^-ested in- 
terest in the Asiatic possessions of the 
Sultan. As for llussia, wo hardly 
think English money will be used to 
rehabilitate her. Tlie general outlook, 
however, is for increased activity ifi 
trade, and America should feel tlie 
stinnilus at an early date. 

CANADIAN OPINION ON THE 
CHINESE QUESTION. 



Somebody writes to the Victoria C'olo- 
nisl, taking strong ground against the 
employment of Chinese labourers to 
build the Pacific railway on the Western 
slope. Employ people of our own race, 
be says, and, when the railway is com- 
pleted, most of them ■will remain in the 
country, and become valuable settler.s. 
But the Chinese, once their work was 
done, would be a people that it would 
be very desirable to get rict of. After 
all the sickly sentimentality which has 
been written about bringing Mongolians 
over to America and Christianizing 
them, it does appear that wo would bo 
better without them, and that wo would 
be doing a gigantic injustice to our own 
people by bringing Chinese over to take 
their places, though if they come of 
their own accord they shall be treated 
in thh same way as all other citizens.— 
Toronto Mail.

self all the -worlds belonging to our 
family of planets, and holding them all 
in their places; attracting with such su- 
perior force the million . of solid stray 
masses that aro wanderinginthe fathom- 
less abyss, that they would rush help- 
lessly towards him arid fall into" his 
fiery embrace." 

In an addre.ssn of codolenco just for- 
warded by the Board of Jewish Depu- 
ties to the Oountess Russell they say : — 
"The memory of the iainented Earl 
will ever be grateful cherished Ijy the 
Jewish comnmnity of this empire. They 
share, and thoroughly appreciate, in 
common with the rest of her Majesty's 
subjects, the vast benefits which have 
resulted from the measures of political 
reform, and of social progress, to which 
the life-long labours of Earl Russell 
were directed. But the Jews of this 
country owe to his memory a special 
debt of gratitude for his devoted etlbrts 
iu aiding the repeal of some of the most 
obnoxious laws that had ever disfigured 
our Statute-book." 

A live mermaid has been cauglit at 
last,accordingtoMr. M3'bro■^vllobL'rtson, 
who announces that the gigantic jMan- 
atec, or West Indian mermaid, is now 
on exhibition at the Westminister 
Acpiariura. This marine beauty is of 
elephantine proportion.s, weighing uj)- 
wards of half a ton. 

The Bishop of Manchester, speaking 
on the Lanca.sliiro strike and lock-but, 
remarked that the land could n(!vcr 
be again prcsperous unless English peo- 
l)le become more sober and industrious.

If • Prince Gortschakolf has a good 
memory, says the London World, his 
reminiscences ought to prove interesting 
to his English colleagues. lie was one 
of the secretaries to the Russian Em- 
bassy in London in 1824 — that is to 
say, while Lord Live^ool . was still 
Premier, Lord Eldon still Lord Chan- 
cellor — -before Mr. Canning had become 
the head of an Administration, and bo, 
fore Lord Lyndhurst had received the 
Great Seal, Mr. Gladstone still at Eton; 
Mr. Disraeli had still thirteen years to 
wait before ho entered Parliament for 
the first time; and six years had still to 
elapse before the birth of the present 
Lord Salisbury. 

For twelve years a man in Man- 
chester, England, has abstained from 
any other food than bread and water, 
and at the age of fifty-one is in the en- 
joyment of better health than he ever 
had in his earlier years.^ He is blessed 
■wath a small appetite, and finds a four- 
pound loaf valued at a sixpence quite 
suliicient for hiSi sustenance during a 
week. 

Judgment has boon delivered in the 
case of the loss of the Transatlantic 
steamer Idaho. Captain Holme's cer- 
tificate was suspended for six months, 
but on account of his favourable ante- 
cedents and his conduct at the time of 
the wreck, wherel)y no lives wero lost, 
the Board of Trade Avas recommended 
to gi'ant him during the period of sus- 
pension, if the captain applied for it, a 
first officer's certificate. The grounds 
of suspension were for going at full 
speed in foggy weather. 

When Lord Beaconsfield took his 
seat after his election, ho saaintorcd in- 
to the House, says a London corres- 
pondent, in the same suit of clothes that 
he had worn during the recess, if not 
the whole of the previous session its 
Mr. Disraeli in the House of Commons. 
Sir C Adderley and Mr. Hardy have 
recently been raised to the peerage, and 
from the crowns of their hats to the 
.soles of their shoes all about Baron 
Norton and Lord Crandrook is new — 
brand new. The Indian secretary is 
dressed as faultlessly as a successful 
walking gentleman. 

Rev. W. Bullock, at Faulkbournc 
Hall, near Witham, has met his death 
from poisoning. Deceased, who wixa a 
justice of the peace for the county, and 
patron of the living of Faulkbournc, 
was busy .superintending sonio packing 
and other preparations for a visit to 
London, when ho felt fatigued and un- 
well, and wont to a cupboard where he j 
had medicines, intending to take a dose I 
to revive him. In the cupboard, stand- 
ing beside his medicine bottle, was a 
bottle containing a poisonous lotion, 
with the label turned towards the wall, 
and unfortunately ho mistook the bottle 
for his medicine, and swallowed a dose 
before finding out his mistake. Quick- 
ly afterwards, however, he discovered 
the error, and immediately disjiatclied 
a messeuger for medical aid, meanwliile 
taking emetics, or doing whatever could 
suggest itself to counteract the effects 
of the poison, hut before the doctor ar- 
rived Mr. Bullock died.

Notices have been posted in the var- 
ious workshops in jNlothorwell that a 
reduction of Id. per hour will be made 
on tho wages of joiners.

It may ju-obably interest old Ilad- 
ingtonians to learn that tho pair of 
swans which have found safe and con- 
genial quarters in thjB watera of the 
Tyne, close lo the old site of Knox's 
place of birth, have an addition of 
four young ones to their family. 

Irolajid. 

The Irish potato crop is reported to 
be unusually promising this year. 

A strong picket of militia are to do 
duty iu Linu;rlck, with the intention 
of chocking street rov.-dyism on Sunday 
evenings. 

On the 7th inst. the convicts belong- 
ing to the Spike Island Prison attacked 
tho warders at HaulbowHne, but they 
were ovei'jiowered. 

A serious riot occurred at tho Cur- 
ragh on the 8th inst. between the men 
of tho artillery reserve and the artillery. 
Some difliculty was exjierienccd in quell- 
ing it and many men were iiyured. 

Tho Lord Mayor of Dublin having 
written to the Home Secretary com- 
plaining that the Lord Provo.st of Edin- 
burgh was given precedenco of him' on 
tho list of Commissioners at the Paris 
Exhibition, j\Ir. Cross has replied that 
tho question of alternate precedence 
had only been settled as regards the 
presentation of addresses, but that in 
the future lie would endeavor that 
alternative precedence should bo ob- 
served. 

The Assembly of the Irish Presbyteri- 
an Church assembled in Belfast on the 
3rd June, when the Rev, Professor 
W'itlieroAV, of Magee College, London- 
derry, was elected moderator. There- 
port on statistics stated that tho sum 
raised for all purposes by congregations 
during tho year was .^15,000 over last 
year's total. The stii)ends of ministsrs 
arc not only one-half greater than in 
1804, but are growing steadily from 
year to year, and this year are more 
than .£1,000 larger than on any previ- 
ous year. A deputation who attended 
from the Free Church of Scotland, con- 
sisting of tho Rev.W. H. Good, D. D. 
ox-moderator; the Rev. W. J[iller,M.A., 
(Madra.s),an(l Mr. T. Macmicking,(elder) 
were recieved. On making their ap- 
pearance on the platform the deputies 
was received ■with applause. The de- 
puties having addressed the Assembly, 
a vote of thanks was passed and con- 
veyed iu eloquent terms by the Moder- 
ator.

Arsoaic in Viplet Powdor. 

The caso of poisoning by arsenic in 
violet powder, which has been sent for 
trial by tho hipping magistrates, has at- 
tracted a good deal of attention in tho 
north of Europe, where some remarka- 
ble instances of accidental poisoning by 
arsenic have lately been made puljlic. 
A few weeks ago a Pru.'^sian military 
officer bought a pair of gloves at Kiel. 
Ho only -wore them a couple of days 
when ho felt very giddy, numbness on 
tho hands and arms, and general de- 
bility. A painful rash .having broken 
out on his hands, he imagined that the 
gloves were poisoned, and had them 
examined and a largo quantity of ar- 
senic was discovered. Another and fa- 
tal casG is reported from Sweden. 
Professor Waldenstrom, ■Nvho suffered 
siniilai'ly from giddiness, had one 
of his blankets examined, and ar- 
senic was fonnd in it; and hav- 
ing some other blankets examined, he 
found arsenic in .■several of them. The 
Professor, then remembering that one 
of his children a few years previously 
had died a mysterious lingering illness, 
had an old blanket examined, and 
the texture was found to be strong- 
ly inqiregnated with arsenic. It was 
thou also remembered that another of his 
children, who had used the same blanket, 
had been constantly ailing until tlie blan- 
ket' had been put away as, too old. Pro- 
fessor Waldenstrom mentions several sim- 
ilar cases wliich have come to his know- 
ledge. Tho Danish papers call upon tho 
Govemmcut to make the selling of arti- 
cles containing arsenic penal.

Electuu.'AL TAUciKT. — All eloctrical tar- 
got which will be very useful at tho butts 
hero has been invjnted by a .Swi.ss loek- 
sinith. It shows iimtantanooiiHly uiuiii 
another t.argot set up at tlio liring station 
the exact spot whore a bullet strikes, and 
thus does away with tho necessity of em- 
ploying a marker to signtd the result of 
each sliot. Tho face is divided into a 
nuinlier of concentric rings, and each ring 
again i.s divided by two lines drawn right 
across tho faces and cru.ssing eacli other 
!vt right angles at tlio centre. In eacli of 
tho subdivisions of the target at tho firing 
station a small hole is pierced, and when 
a bidlot strikes the distant target a num- 
ber at once appears in tlio hole in tho ct)r- 
responding subdivision of tho target near 
the shooter; or, should the ball strike up- 
on one of the lines dividing the face of 
tliu target, numbers are shown in both of 
the adjacent subdivisions. In tho trials 
made with the target tlio aj)paratiis worked 
perfectly during tho eight days for wliich 
the firing was kept up; the only accident 
which hai)penod being that once the elec- 
tric wire was cut by a bullet. 

Total Eclitsb op rnie Sun. — On the 
29th next, a total eclipae of the sun takes 
place under such circumstances as to pre- 
sent opportunities that occur scarcely 
oiico in a gonei'ation for tho study of some 
of the most interesting phenomena with 
which astronomers have to do. The ])ath 
of tho totality of this eclipse runs diagon- 
ally across the centre of the United States 
from Montana to Texas, and is somewhere 
about 1'40 miles wide. Many of tho best 
points for observing tho ccliiisc aro there- 
fore accessible by railroad, and several 
expeditions might be soiit out fully etiuip- 
ped in as many dillbront points, without 
spending so much money upon them all 
as it would ordinarily take to equip a 
single expedition to a more distant point. 

Mauine. — Tlie steamer Alexander yes- 
terday towed down from Nanaimo tlio 
barkcntino Lorinda Borstel, laden with 
coal and lumber for Valjiaraiso, and the 
bark Sierra Nevada, coal laden for San 
Francisco. The latter proceeded at once 
to sea and tlio former dropped her anchor 
in Royal Roads. Tho barkontino Malay, 
from Honolulu, arrived in Royal Roads 
yesterday at noon, making the passage up 
in 22 days. She will proceed to Nanaimo 
for a cargo of coal for San Francisco. Tho 
hark Antioch, with coal from Nanaimo for 
tlio Bay City, was towed to sea by the 
stcamtug Etta White on Thursday last. 

Tub Sale of tuk Gui:AE»Ri:i'unLic. — 
Tho Pacific Mail Steamship Company has 
brought suit in the United States Circuit 
Court at San Francisco, against Pierre B. 
Cornwall to recover §25,000 damages for 
alleged breach of contract. In l\Iay last 
tho cciinpany sold to tho defendant the 
steamer Groat Republic, on tlie under- 
standing that a forfeit should bo paid of 
§25,000 if it was run to any of tho ports 
which tho plaintiffs' steamers called at. 
This agreement is said to have been vio- 
lated, and tho forfeit is claimed.

EUROPE. 
LoKDOK, July 18. — Many members 
of the Cabinet are opposed to a general 

election, but tho Promier strongly fa- 
vor.s it. At a meeting of members of 
tho Conimou Council lield to-day it was 
resolved to bring forward at a general 
meeting of tho Council a resolution 
that Lords Beaconsfield and Salisbury 
bo invited to a banquet and bo pre- 
sented witli the freedom of tho city. 

Vienna, July 18. — Tlie occupation 
of Bosnia by Austria will begin about 
tho Ist of August. General Phillip- 
ovich will proceed hence to Essek, 
whenever movements of the army are 
to be directed. He will go thenco to 
Serajco, Bo.snia, which place he expects 
to roach by tho ISth of August, Em- 
peror Franci.s Joseph's birthday. 

Paris, July 18. — The strike at 
Ausno is ono of the most o.xton-sivo 
ever known in France. 'Five thou- 
sand colliers left the pits demanding 
higher wages and 8 liours as a day's 
work. There are the usual rumors of 
foreign instigators and Bonaiiartist 
intrigues. General D'Armerico has to 
protect pit.s to jirevent the agitalor.s 
from seizing tlicni. 

London July 18. — A correspondent 
of the Manc/tester Guardian says the 
government has decided upon final ac- 
tion on principle, and it will depend 
upon circuiii3tfttrt;o,s when tho election 
takes place. Tho impro.s.sion is that if 
tho oxplaiiatioiiH of Beaconsfield aro 
well received, and tho opposition or 
a section thereof, challenge his policy 
that there will be made justification 
for going to tho country and renewing 
Conservative lease of ollico. 

London, July 18. — The Times' Con- 
stantinople dispatch gives the following 
account of the firing upon an unarmed 
boat from a British man-of-war by Rus- 
sians near the Gulf of Saros. The cap- 
tain of an English steamer rojjorts lie 
was stopped oil' Gallijioli by a signal 
from the Engli.sli fleet directing him to 
take on board Lient. Hughes, sent by 
Admiral Commorell to report the fol- 
lowing incident : Two days ago a man- 
of-war boat was cruising o£F tho Rus- 
sian lines nnd on landing tho Russians 
immediately made prisoners of a lieu- 
tenant, a iiiidsliipinan and ten men who 
were in the l)oat.

EUROPE

ouicido. Thirty witnesses, however, 
testified that ho aimed at the Emperor. 
He was sentenced to death. 

Co.N'STANTiNOPLi:, July 12. — Tho Cy- 
priotes received tho news of tlii! intoiul- 
ed occupation of their island by the 
English with enthusiastic joy, and havp 
telegraphed their thanks to England. 

London, July 12.— A special from 
Syria says : — One thousand seven hun- 
dred British troops have landed at Lar- 
nccn, on the Island of Cyprus. 

London, July 17. — The statement 
published in the Daily News yesterdfiy 
that the opposition leaders had decided 
to opjioso tho policy of the Anglo- 
Turkish convoiitioii and take the sense 
of parliament on the subject was pre- 
mature The opposition leaders will 
await Lord Beaconsfield's statement in 
parliament to-morrow before determin- 
ing their policy. It is unlikely that 
the Liberals will approve or support 
the government's measure. Leading 
Liberals and Radicals will undoubtedly 
disclaim responsibility for the financial 
and political results of tlie Anglo- 
Russian treaty ; but it is not certain 
that the oflicial leader of the op{)03ition 
will force a division wherein they aro 
sure to encounter overwhelming defeat. 

All accounts agi-ee that yesterday's 
reception of the plenipotentiaries was 
magnificent. Lord Bi.'aconsficld will 
wait upon tho Queen at Windsor to-day, 
tho Queen having counternmuded the 
preparations for her departure for Os- 
borne in order to receive the earl. 
There will be a renewal of yesterday's 
ovations at Paddington and Windsor. 
The Mayor and corporation of Windsor 
will present an addres.s. 

London, July 17. — It is not believed 
war with Greece will result from angry 
and disappointed feeling of the Greeks 
at the Berlin treaty, but it is thought 
the boundary question can only be 
settled upon intervention of tho pow- 
ers. Delyannis, Greek envoy to Ber- 
lin, now in London, may be able to 
arrange a method for bringing the 
question to a settlement througli Brit- 
ish influence.
